Ian, VK4NIC/3X, has been back on from 
Guinea's capitol city since his return from 
holiday vacation Dec. 31. His new Yaesu 
remote VFO is said to be "not performing pro- 
perly," so he still cannot work split freq- 
uency. He is still working only 10 and 15 
SSB, and he will move quickly move to an- 
other frequency when the pileup gets too 
big. 


Ian sent documentation for his opera- 
ting to 9G1RT (a visitor in Guinea early in 
December); from there the papers were for- 
warded to QSL manager W4FRU, thence to DXCC 
in Newington for examination. At this time 
credit for DXCC is still not being given. 


Karl Renz, K4YT, is reportedly begin- 
ning an African operating stint late this 
month, with Guinea to be his first stop; 
Karl may have another Yaesu remote VFO to 
replace the broken one (see K4YT story else- 
where in this issue). 


Guisseppe, 60JDX (I2YDX) has been back on 
the air from Somalia for about two weeks, 
reported only on 20 Meters SSB thus far, His 
signal is about the same as it was the past 
two operations, i.e., weak but workable. 

Many still await QSLs from the earlier oper- 
ations, The cards have been coming from mana- 
ger I2YAE for SSB contacts and from I2YDX 

for CW contacts, although all cards are to 

be sent to I2YAE. 608DX QSLs are not yet 
accepted in Newington for DXCC. 


Dave Schoen, N2KK, has not been heard since 
his one day of operating from the South 
Sudan as 6U9KK. He was going to try again 
for N. Yemen, and if no luck there hoped to 
have no trouble getting on from Lebanon. 

As dave's travels are a business venture, 

he normally completes his stay in each coun- 
try regardless of whether he has amateur 
radio operating permission. His complete 
itinerary (with operating times) was in Is- 
sue 62. 


Dave Shaw, who was to be VK9ZG's replace- 
ment on Willis Island, has not shown on the 
bands yet; VK9ZG left the island early De- 
cember. Shaw was to be a brand-new ham and 
scheduled to stay on Willis about six months.

ZL3AFH/A, Campbell Island, has not been re- 
ported on for several weeks; he was operating

TDXB has sent several queries to the Royal 
Jordanian Society concerning the rumored oper- 
ation late January from Iraq. No response has 
been forthcoming. Hostilities between Iraq and 
Iran have let up but not ceased entirely; it 
does not seem likely at this time that an op- 
eration by outsiders would be approved by a 
country at war. 


It has now been almost four months since the 
latest coup in Turkey; activity from there has 
been greater the past month or so than ever be- 
fore, with several stations reported mainly on 
10 Meters SSB, especially on the DK20C gather- 
ing on 28750 at 12002. The Turkish amateurs 
who are on are some of the fastest QSLers around, 
answering cards in a matter of days from receipt.
